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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

I. Species of claims 3-6 drawn to a method of evaluating quality using 
a ringing artifact measure. 

II. Species of claims 7-9 drawn to a method of evaluating quality using 
a quantization artifact measure. 

III. Species of claims 10-1 1 drawn to a method of evaluating quality 
using a resolution artifact measure. 

IV. Species of claims 12-13 drawn to a method of evaluating quality 
using a sharpness artifact measure. 

V. Species of claims 14-15 drawn to a method of evaluating quality 
using a coding parameter. 

VI. Species of claims 16-18 drawn to methods of evaluating quality 
using a map, spatio-temporal regions, or a virtual reference image. 

The species are independent or distinct because inventions l-VI are directed to related 
methods of evaluating quality of a processed image. The related inventions are distinct 
if the (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do 
not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are 
not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as 
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claimed have different designs and functions. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed 
do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show 
them to be obvious variants. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case.
